Bailey-Olds No. 1 well, straight 
east of Didsbury, has completed ini. 
tial tests and is now setting produc. 
tion casing. Company officials state 
that the well will go down another 
400 feet or more to contact the D-3 
oil bearing zone, where production 
in volume is anticipated. 

During the past week  seismo- 
graph crews have been carefully 
checking the area in the vicinity of 
the Olds-Builey well, seeking the 
best available spots to drill new 
Wells, and if drilling rigs are avail- 
able other wells will soon be drilled 
in this area, 

Superior Robertson well west of 
Didsbury is again drilling at a 
depth of around 9800 feet, but no 
further information is available. 
This well is scheduled to go down 
to 13,000 feet to test structure, re- 
gardless of production obtained at 
higher levels,

Alberta Wheat Pool 
Crop Report May 19 


The latest Alberta Wheat Pool 
;crop report shows that on May 19 
;only 38 per cent of Alberta's wheat 
land 10 per cent of the coarse grains 
| had been sown, On the same date 
last year 72 per cent of the wheat 
had been sown, and the average 
tor the past ten years is 76 per cent, 

In southeastern Alberta seeding 
is nearing completion, but else- 
where frequent rains have delayed 
progress, although seeding is now 
general in all areas, 

Thatcher will again be the most 
popular wheat variety in the pro- 
vince, occupying slightly over 50 
per cent of the wheat acreage. Mar- 
quis will probably be second in im. 
portance, although Saunders will 
be close behind. Less than 5 per 
cent of the acreage will be sown to 
ted Bobs this year. 

A reduction in wheat acreage of 
$ per cent from last year is fore- 
cast. Oat acreage wil! probably in- 
crease 4 per cent and barley 11 per 
cent.

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FERTIIZER 


After land has been seeded down 
to Brome for a number of years 
there is almost a complete depletion 
of nitrogen in the soil because 
grasses do not replentish nitrogen— 
legumes do that. Grasses restore the 
fibre and humus to the soil through 
their root systems, This lack of 
nitrogen usually accounts for a poor 
stand of crop the first year or two 
after the land has been plowed and 
seeded to grain. It is advisable, 
therefore, to use a fertilizer which 
is high in nitrogen content such as 
16-20, This means 16 per cent nitro- 
gen and 20 per cent phosphate. I 
have recently come across several 
farmers who are applying gypsum 
at the rate of 100 lbs. to the acre 
on their hay meadows, They report 
an increase of hay yield of one- 
third or more per acre where this 
was done. A 30 bushel per acre crop 


| uses 22 lbs. of phosphate and to re. | 
| place this requires 43 lbs. per acre | 


of 11-48. Therefore, to maintain soil 


‘fertility it requires 40 to 50 Ibs. per | 
{acre of fertilizer. In Saskatchewan, | 


| which usually has less rainfall than 
| Alberta, a series of tests were made 
;at rates of 20, 40, 60 and 80 lbs. 
per acre, Up to 60 lbs. there was a 
marked upward curve in the yields 
per acre, above that it levelled off. 
From this and other conclusive re- 
ports it would appear that the use 
of commercial fertilizer at rates up 
to 40 or 50 Ibs. per acre is not only 
recommended but is necessary to 
!maintain soil fertility for future 
crops.

The common goldenrod, which 
blossoms out into yellow splendor 
on most Canadian fields each fall, 
may some day be grown like any 
Ag farm crop, as a source of rub.

Reporting on tests conducted at 
the southern regional research lab- 
oratory of the U.S, Department of 
Agriculture, the scientists produced 
about 900 pounds of rubber from 
goldenrod in a specially built pilot 
plant. The rubber gave good service 
in such manufactured goods as hot 
water bottles, shoe heels and bi- 
cycle tires, 


Canada thistle, one of the mi 
ry's most serious weed pests, was 
once considered a valuable garden 
vegetable. Introduced in Canada by 
the early French missionaries, the 
plant was cultivated by the pion- 
eers and part of it used as a form 
of yeast in bread baking. From row 
planting in early-day gardens, it 
soon spread into hay meadows 
and became a general nuisance in 
cultivated crops. Today, it is being 
successfully controlled by the use 
of vd selective hormone weedkiller 
2,4-D.
